by  the  chiifdhes  whom  they  serve.  Some- 
times the  Convention  Board  is  consulted,  be- 
cause it  helps  in  the  support  oi  the  pastor, 
but  this  is  Voluntary  and  never  a requirement. 

But  ought  not  churches  have  some  author- 
ity in  naming  the,  preachers  who  do  exclu- 
sively missionary  work  ? Certainly,  but  how 
shall  they  use  the  power  which  they  possess? 
If  the  association  has  arf  Executive  Commit- 
tee, and  if  that  body  is -composed  of  mem- 
bers from  all  the  churches,  and  if  it  and  the 
Convention  Board  appoint  and  sustain  a mis- 
sionary, tbeu  there  is  co-opetatiou,  and  the 
churches  piay  speak  through  their  own  mem- 
bers, appointed  by  themselves  to  seive  on 
that  committee. 

r 

But  if  the  association  has  no  executive 
committee  how  shall  it  and  the  churches  be 
beard  in  the  selection  of  preachers  to  supply 
destitution  outside  its  territoity  ? Shall  the 
Convention  Board  include  one  man  from  each 
church,  of  even  one  from  each  association  ? 
Giving  tbeif  time,  membrrs  of  the  Beard 
ought  not- to  be  expected  to  pay  their  own 
expenses  in  doing  the  work  of  the  denomina- 
tion. To  bear  the  expenses  of  such  a 
large  body  would  be  an  unnecessary  diver- 
sion of  money  given  in  trust  for  the  evangeli- 
zation of  mankind.  Besides,  the  convention 
limits  the  number  of  the  Board  to  fifteen 
men. 

The  churches,  however,  can  speak,  and 
ought  to  speak,  through  their  messengers  in 
the  convention.  The  Board  asks  careful  In- 
vestigation, fnll  and  explicit  instruction,  and 
promises  fidelity  in  all  things.  At  the  same 
time.it  humbly  intreats  forbearance  and  confi- 
dence, pra^pr  and  co-operation.  They  are 
far  from  satisfaction  with  their  own  work.  It 
is  far  from  perfection.  Imperfect  men  will 
never  do  persect  work.  Our  efforts  please, 
will  never  please,  any  one,  and  certainly  not 
if  be  be  on  the  Convention  Board.  We  shall 
never  have  universal  co  operation,  If  we  do 
not,  and  cannot  do  the  work  jnst  right,  let  us 
do  the  best  we  can  with  all  possible  zeal. 

“OUGHT  NOT  THE  ASSOCIATIONS  TO  MANAGE 
SOME  MISSIONARY  WORK,  AND  THUS 
BRING  IT  DIRECT  AND  CLOSE  TO 

THE  CHURCHES ? “ 

By  all  means  if  there  is  destitution  within 
its  bounds  But  it  ought  to  be  real  missionary 
work.  Yes,  a wise  and  earnest  mission- 
ary colporteur  in  every  association  would  be 
a blessing  to  the  people  and  a great  help  in 
the  co-operation.  He  should  disseminate 
good  literature,  give  information  about  our 
work,  and  seek  to  enlist  the  churches  and 
pastors  in  it,  and  so  ea’rtestly  and  really  that 
they  would  not  only  have  a voice,  fyut 
also  aud  specially  partnership,  in  the  work  of 
the  denomination. 

OUGHT  NOT  THE  CHURCHES  TO  REVIVE  AND

many  associotions  these  meetings  have  been 
talked  to  death  on  subjects  of  little  life  and 
less  utility.  Toe  suggestion  is  wise  and 
timely.  Eet  these  meetings  be  revived,  and

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not  merely  re  instated.  Let  them  become,  if 
not  be  called!,  workers’  conference.  Let 
them  discuss  living  and  practical  subjects,

portance, especially  how  to  get  our  people  to 
see,  and  act  upon  it,  that,  the  only  thing 
worth  doing,  tc  which  all  life  should  be  made 
tributary,  is  to  give  the  gospel  of  the  glory  of 
the  blessed  Got  to  the  world.  The  mission- 
aries should  mi  ke  reports  to  these  meetings, 
as  well  as  to  the  co-operating  Convention 
Board.  *' The  Executive  Committee  should  re- 
quest, and  if  necessary  require  these  quarterly 
statements.  Tfie  missionaries  should  inform 
themselves,  giyje  informatian  to  the  people, 
and,  with  deep  couvic. ion,  urge  tfi;  churches 
to  engage  in  the  work.  Tne  churchee  alss 
slfiuld  report  to  these  meetings  their  work  in 
bringing  men  to  Christ,  in  buildipg  up  Chris- 
tians in  him,  and  their  methods  and  success 
is  securing  offerings  for  the  kingdom  of  our 
Adorable  Redeemer  and  King.

But  it  really  does  seem  strange  that  water 
which  is  good  for  so  nearly  every  thing 
should  be  asp:edy  death  to  a “consumptive’ ( 
if  the  disease  has  made  much  progress.  An; 
other  peculiarity  about  this  water  is  that  it  is 
extremely  dangerous  for  one  to  drink  who  ik 
on  a drunken  debauch.  D.unkards  and  couj- 
sumptives  do  not  stay  here  long.  No  recepi 
tacle  has  yet  been  devised  that  will  presirvp 
this  water  pure  for  more  than  a very  fepr 
hours.  Oae  might  make  a fortune  if  hecoulfl 
hit  upon  some  vessel  that  would  preserve 
the  purity  of  this  water  for  any  coniderabl : 
time.  This  is  a very  popular  resort  for  Geor- 
gians, and  the  hotels  and  boarding  house  1 
are  all  full.  ,

rious to  know  what  I came  to  the  spring  fur. 
I am.  here  chiefly  to  “revamp”  my  oppetit* . 
I havn’t  been  hungry  lately,  and  per  conse- 
quence the  Bacon  is  rapidly  becoming  |i 
"streak  of  lean  ” and  a streak  oi  bone.

Another  reason  is, 
the  young  attend  the  services  of  other  de- 
nnminatiousf  ofUner,  perhaps  than  their  own, 
and  are  drawn  into  their  societies.  Thtn

marriages  alre  contracts,  and  the  Baptist 
who  is  wealij  in  the  faith,  or  who  lets  senti- 
ment override  principle,  occasionally  gives 
away.  !i 

These  thipgs  cannot  be  corrected  from  the 
pulpit,  and  jire  not  always  to  be  reached  by 
pastoral  visitation.  Some  cannot  go  to 
church,  others  will  not;  and  besides,  services 
are  frequency  held  too  seldom  to  accomplish 
much  Thj?  design  of  the  Sunday  school,  in 
part,  is  tdj'  meet  this  evil.  And  later,  the 
B.  Y.  P.-  U|,  has  been  organized,  and  it  is  do- 
ing a work  qf  vast  importance. 

Baptists  N’ho  contend  that  such  organiza- 
tions ate  hurtful  to  the  church,  “do  not  oon- 
sider,”  perhaps,  and  fail  to  note  the  fact  that 
we  are  losing  ground.  The  church  ought  to 
do  this  wont;  but  it  has  been  neglecting  it, 
for  want  of.prganized  eff  ort.  And  some  oi  our 
pastors  still1  stick  to  the  “come"  of  the  gospel; 
practicallyi|ignoring  the  “Go  ” 

The  individuality  of  Christianity  is  not  yet 
sufficiently  pressed;  the  masses  must  be 
reached  by  personal  work.  A pastor  that 
dojs  not  Know  his  people  perfectly  and  the 
children,  i»| liable  to  impress  head  religion  as 
substitute  |or  the  relgion  of  the  heart.  At 
least  that  iis  my  observation  for  over  fifty 
years.  Hefice  the  labors  of  our  evangelist  is 
not  as  valuable  as  that  of  our  faithful  pastor, 
i L.  A.  Duncan.

Pastors  and  Laymen  Please  Read. 

By  an  apprjintment  of  the  State  B ard  I 
am  preaching  once  a month  at  Morehead.  I 
do  not  meau  to  be  extravagant  in  my  state- 
ment, but  please  read  this  through  and  know 
for  vourself  (jhat  Morehead  is  one  of  the  most 
importaut  points  in  the  state  just  now. 

Three  denominations,  Baptist,  Presbyte- 
rian and  Methodist,  have  preaching  there. 
These  three  are  just  about  equal  in  power 
and  influence  in  the  town.  Neither  of  them 
has  any  church  house  ; they  all  worship  in  a 
hall  owned;  by  private  parties.  Efforts 
have  been  nijlde  from  time  to  time  by  each 
of  these  denominations  to  build  a house  of 
worship ; bu  for  reasons  lot  necessary  to 
mention  here,  they  have  b£en  failures. 

The  Baptists  are  undertaking  it  in  earnest 
now,  and  impending  the  first  money  ever 
spent  in  this  direction  in  Morehead.  A 
choice  lot,  lijrge  enough  for  a church  house 
and  pastorinta,  has  been  secured  and  a large 
per  cent  of  tl>e  money  to  purchase  the  lum- 
ber with  is  ait  hand  and  the  bill  will  be  pat 
in  at  one*.  \ 

I offer  the  following  reasons  why  this  ef- 
fort should  meet  ihe  sympithy  and  support 
of  the  Baptists  of  the  state. 

1.  It  is  a new  town  having  no  chnrch 
house  at  all. 

2.  It  is  p railroad  center,  the  crossing  of 
the  Yazoo  Delta  and  the  Southern  railroad. 

3.  It  baft  the  best  oil  mill  in  the  State,  so 
said,  whictajhas  not,  but  will  begia  operation 
this  fall.  J 

4.  It  hjls  the  Morehead  Cotton  Mills 
which  the  Owners  think  will  be  ready  for 
operation  i|  sixty  days.  It  will  require 
three  hundii-d  people  to  operate  these  mills.

The  Value  of  the  Association . 

As  the  ajsociational  season  is  now  upon  us, 
our  attention  ought  to  be  so  trained  upon 
them  as  to^nake  them  tell  upon  ourchutches 
for  eternal  good.  * 

That  we  waste  much  good  time,  in  these 
assoclational  gatherings,  is  patent  to  all;  that 
they  become  hum  drum  meetings  of  “doubt- 
ful value/’  many  a time,  is  equally  certain. 

Onr  first  mistake  is  made,  bef.re  we  start 
tothie  “association,'’  in  the  churches  where 
we  elect  ‘‘’delegates.”  No  body  wants  to 
go  much;  and  very  few  will  go,  even  when 
elected,  if  they  have  any  “fodder"  to  pull, 
any  courts  to  go  to,  any  cotton  to  pick,  or 
any  meetings  to  attend. 

This  is  all  very  wrong,  and  very  hurtful  to 
i the  cause  of  Christ,  as  well  as  to  individual 
usefulness,  in  His  kingdom.  , 

Every  church  ought  to  take  these  associ- 
ations! gatherings  seriously,  and  make  an 
effort  to  have  a full  delegation  present,  from 
first  to  last  The  churches  ought  to  provide 
for  the  expenses  of  those  who  go,  il  any  have 
been  incurjrpd. 

The  next  mistake  is  made  after  the  associ- 
ation has  convened.  Instead  of  getting  right 
down  to  business,  we  spend  well  nigh  all  of 
the  first  day  in  parliamentary  wrangling  over 
maters  of  no  earthly  importance  to  anybody. 
When  this  “wrangle”  is  over,  then  we 
plunge  into  the  election  of  officers,  and  have 
seen  the  aspirants  for  these  places  so  jealous 
of  each  other  that  the  election  was  as  long  and 
tedious  as  that  for  /Board  of  Mayor  and 
Aldermen’’  in  some  little  town  where  there 
are  ten  factions  contending  for  the  spoils. 

But  befofe  we  get  to  the  election  of  officers, 
we  spend  several  hours  uselessly  in  hearing 
the  • reading  clerks”  try  to  spell  through 
thirty  or  forty  long  monotonous  church  letters. 

Then  some  associations  still  have  the 
“Articles tj of  faith  and  Rules  of  Decorum” 
read  immediately  after  permanent  organiza- 
tion. 

Now,  it  would  not  take  a Solomon  to  see 
how  we  can  gieatly  improve  the  meetings  of 
onr  associations.  So,  we  make  some  sugges- 
tions: '(1)  Get  the  best  delegation  vou  can 
to  go  to  the  association;  and  see  that  the 
letters  that  they  bear  to  the  association  con- 
tain full  and  accurate  statements  of  all  wotk 
done  by  the  churches.  We  are  sure  that 
very  much  that  is  done  is  not  reported  to  the 
associations. j Will  not  the  clerk  of  each  asso- 
ciation put  himself  to  some  trouble  to  make 
the  letter  tell  all  that  the  church  has  done  ? 

(2)  elect  the  best  men  you  have  for  officers, 
and  do  not  elect  the  same  over  every  time; 

(3)  dispense  with  all  addresses  of  welcome 
and  response,  for  if  not  welcome  it  will  be 
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found  out  anyhow;  (4)  let  the  corqmittee  on 
credentials  pass  through  the  congregation, 
and  take  up  th?  letters,  and  make  a partial 
report  at  once;  (5)  don’t  have  the  Utters 
read  at  all,  as  et-ery  item  of  intercujt  in  them 
will  appear  in  the|  minutes;  (6)  have  at  least 
a thirty  minutep  devotional  meeting,  before 
each  day’s  session  begins,  in  which  several 
brethren  should  take  part  io  brief  prayer  and 
testimony;  (7)  when  the  interest  Ugs,  have 
a good  song  aud  an  earnest  prayer,  and  then 
go  it  again. 

Much  will  dtapend  on  the  moderator;  if  he 
is  business  like  and  spiritual,'  most  likely  the 
meetings  will  $e  greatly  helpful  to  the  cause; 
and,  then  much  will  depend  upon  he  spririt 
in  which  we  co,  operate  with  him.
